No. !)9-Il'C(FN)/60.—Attention of importers is invited to the import policy 
for ‘Books’ (S. No. 169-170/IV) in section II of the current Red Book and as 
modified in the Ministry of Commerce and Industry Public Notice No. 65-ITC 
(PNJ/60 dated 23rd April, 1960. 

2. As a result of certain reprcscnlatic nj received from the trade it has been 

decided that the basic quota licences granted for ‘Books’ (S. No. 169-170/IV) 
during the current half year may be utilised for import of ‘Teaching Aids’ of the 
undermentioned categories upto the extent of '2 per cent, of the face value there¬ 
of:— ) 

"Teaching aids falling in the category of mental, psychological and scholas¬ 
tic tests; Hash cards; writing folders; instructional charts; cut out 
and Press out books for model making; Phonic cards; Workbook and 
word building and picture dictionary cards; Geographical note book 
and recording cards”. 

3. Supplementary licences issued for Books (S. No. 169-170/IV) will not, 
however, he valid for import of “teaching aids". 

4. It will not be necessary to present the quota licences for Books (S. No. 169- 
170/IV) already issued to the licencing authorities concerned for necessary 
amendment but the above mentioned ‘Teaching Aids’ will be allowed clearance 
by the Customs on the authority of this Public Notice,
